The captain told of the “March 
of Death,” to which the War and 
Navy Departments referred Fri 
day in releasing the story of Jap} 
atrocities: | 

“Nineteen kilometres beyond | 
our defence lines, as we plodded 
along without food or water un- 
der a grueling Siin and under al- 
most constant beatings with fists 
and rifle butts, we came upon 
hundreds of bodies of Americans 
and Filipinos, 

“They had been shot or bay- 
oneted. That far from where the 
fighting had taken place, the 
poor fellows could only have 
been murdered in cold blood. 

“Dysentery started the second 
night. We still had no water or 
food. There were fewer of us on 
our feet as time went on, but we 
got nothing. When we'd stagger 
along past a water buffalo wal- 
low and men would try to scoop 
up a handful of the filthy, muddy 
water, the Japs would club us 
back into Mne with their rifle 
butts e 

“The dysentery, diarrhoea, ma- 
laria and tropical ulcers were be- 
coming general by the third 
night, when we got to a place 
called Hermosa.

‘Most Horrible Night" 
Says Swedish Writer

in the shattered city, he wrote, 
adding that the Nazi censorship 
prohibited him from giving .. de 
tailed picture of the damage and | 
the number of victims.

The great swarm of fighters 
accompanying the armada of 
four-engined bombers probably 
made up a force that exceeded 
the 1,500-plane. mark reached. by 
the Americans and Allied fight- 
ers late in 1943. 


Opposition Lighf, 
Say Bomber Crews 


The first fliers to return re- 
ported light opposition, and soon 
afterward ft was announced that 
U.S. mediums,.also escorted by 
R.A.F. and Allied fighters, had 
attacked objectives in northern 
France today also. 

They pounded secret antl-iInva- 
sion. installations in the 28th at- 
tack in 40 days since the begin- 
ning of the campaign to flatten 
the “Atlantic Wall.” 

The U.S, heavies inaugurated a 
new fanning-out tactic to cover 
a number of sections of Frank- 
furt by several spearheads in- 
stead of the usual one-formation 
ramrod_ attack, 

“We saw Focke-Wulfs and Mes- 
serschmitts poke their noses out 
of the clouds and poke them right 
back in again as soon as they 
saw our big escort,” sald one flier. 

“The flak was heavy over the 
target, but they couldn’t see us 
and we dropped our bombs right 
in the middle,” added a tail gun- 
ner. 

The Allied strategy of picking 
targets 300 miles apart, appar- 
ently left most of the German 
air force stranded around Berlin 
while the. U.S. bombers went to 
work on Frankfurt, but later re- 
turning bomber groups said the 
opposition developed as the opera- 
tion progressed.

MOSCOW (AP) — Red Army 
units west of Novogorod were but 
20 miles from the Leningrad- 
Pskov railway today and were 
smashing toward that last sup- 
ply artery for all Germans 
pinched between Lake Ilmen and 
Lake Peipus. 

Lake Peipus forms part of the 
Estonian border. 

With the Leningrad-Moscow 
line almost completely in Russian 
hands, the Leningrad-Vitebsk 
railway severed by Gen. K. A. 
Meretskov's forces, and Gen. Leo- 
nid A. Govorov’s units astride the 
Leningrad-Reval (Tallinn) east- 
west line, Red army eéki-men 
pushed the drive to close the last 
bottleneck south of Leningrad. 

Already cut off were the Ger- 
mans in the Chudovo sector on 
the Leningrad-Moscow _railway, 
while to the south of Lake Ilmen 
another large body of the enemy 
at Staraya: Russa faced the dis- 
tinct possibility of being isolated 
likewise. 

A Russian drive down the west- 
ern shore of Lake Iimen toward 
Shimsk was aimed at the rear of 
the Staraya Russa garrison. 

Marshal Stalin issued an order 
of-the-day which said the German 
garrison in Chudovo “is encircled 
and is being annihilated.”

Varying his remarks 
only in length and detail, Rt. Hon. Anthony 
Eden, Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
similarly advised the House at Westminster. 
The following extract from the statement 
simultaneously issued by United States Sec. 
retary of State Cordell. Hull impressively 
reflects the official Washington ‘view of 
documentary evidence now in the possession 
of the Allied governments: 

“According to the reports of cruelty and in- 
humanity it would be necessary to assemble to- 
gether all the demons available from anywhere 
and combine the fiendishtie’s which all of them 
embodied tn order to describe the conduct of those 
who inflicted their unthinkable tortures.” 

Perhaps the shocking narrative which no 
longer could be withheld from the public 
will cause certain elements on this continent 
to readjust their views of the type of enemy 
the United Nations are fighting in the Pacific 
theatre of war. There is éven the prospect 
that the statements of Mr. King, Mr. Eden 
and Mr, Hull—neither of whom can be 
accused of the least desire to overstate a 
case—will impress: some-of those people in 
this country, especially in British Columbia, 
who belong to the “bekind-to-theJapanese” 
society.

To be sure, the problem of what to do 
with Canadian-born Japanese, or those who 
have proved their loyalty to and respect for 
our democratic institutions, is not. simpll- 
fied by the revelations just made public. But 
to those who are inclined to be squeamish 
on the point, we commend the categorical 
definition of policy to which Mr. Churchill 
and Mr, Roosevelt subscribed at the memor- 
able Cairo ¢onfererice.” Tt reads thus: 

“It is the purpose that Japan shall be stripped 
of all the islands im the Pacific which she has 
selged or occupied since the beginning of the 
Pirst World War in 1914, and that all the terri- 


tories Japan has stolen from the Chinese, such as 
Manchuria. Formosa and Pescadores, shall be re- 


stored to the Republic of Chins; Japan: aio will 


be expelled from all other territories which she 
has taken by violence and greed.” 

That is what the United Nations intend to 
do with Japan's ill-gotten gains. By the 
side of that threat and promise, a decision 
on the part of the Legislature of British 
Columbia to ask the Parliament of Canada 
to expatriate all Nipponese citizens who 
expect to resume their pre-war activities in 
this _province. should be regarded..by all 
reasonable-minded people as a happy solu- 
tion, Japanese are not assimilable; and 
there is no room in this country for any who 
openly or secretly avow a dual allégiarice.

RETWEEN NOW AND THE END OF 

hext month, Spain's Fascist Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco will how 
difficult it is for a country in these days to 
get along without oil. He will be denied all 
supplies of this commodity from the United 
States during February—a procedure calcu- 
lated to impress upon him the important 
fact that the United Nations mean to put an 
end to his flirtation with the enemy 

In suspending oil shipments, which Spain 
has been able to obtain under limited quotas 
from the Caribbean area, the State Depart- 
ment at Washington declares that Franco 
has failed to satisfy the Allies on the fol- 
lowing points: 1. Certain Italian warships 
and merchant vessels continue interned in 
Spanish ports. 2. Spain continues to permit 
the export to Germany of certain vital war 
(tungsten ore 
used in making armor-piercing steel). 3. 
Axis agents are active both in continental 
Spain and in Spanish African territory as 
well as in Tangier. 4. Some portion of the 
Blue (Spanish) Division appears still in- 
volved in the war against Russia, 

What has especially annoyed both London 
and Washington, however, is Hitler's suc 
cess in persuading Franco to pay to the 
Reich, in pesetas, the debt for the help he 
received from the Fuehrer during the civil 
war. In other words, the sum in question, 
amounting to $40,000,000, represents a credit 
on which the enemy will be able to draw for 
important shipments of raw materials and 
meet the expenses of the thousands of Ger- 
mas “tourists” who have swarmed into 
Spain in recent months. 

Franco has had a great deal more latitude 
than his behaviour warrants, There was a 
time during the Allied invasion of north- 
west Africa, of course, when kid gloves were

Famed as Editor 
Of Emporia Gazette 


EMPORIA, Kas. (AP) — Wil- 
liam Allen White, 75, noted editor 
of the Emporia Gazette, died at 
4.15 a.m. today. 

In ill-health for nearly a year, 
he underwent a major operation 
last Oct, 20 at the Mayo Bro- 
thers’ Clinic. at Rochester, Minn. 

He wrote his last editorial for 
the Gazette a short time before 
he entered the Mayo Hospital. 
He titled it “The New Baby,” and 
it concerned a new linotype in the 
Gazette plant. 

White returned to Emporia last 
November, but was unable : to 
resume his duties and has been 
confined to his home since. Mrs. 
White, herself ailing, has been 
his constant companion and was 
with him when he died, 

The editor's only son, W. L. 
White, who succeeded as editor 
and_ publisher of the Gazette re- 
cently,..announced -his.- father’s 
death, 

‘The elder White's iliness began 
with an attack of influenza hearly 
a year ago when he was in New | 
York. “He returned to*Emporia | 
and continued his work, but went 
to Colorado for the summer. It 
was shortly after his return -that 
he decided to undergo the opera- 
tion in an attempt to recover his 
health. 


White, Who bought the Gazette } 


in 1895 with $3,000 he borrowed, 
was the friend and adviser of 
presidents and governors. In his 
later years he was .an_ elder 
Statesman to the Republican 
Party.
